2. The 35 U.S.C. 102(e) rejection over US 6,258,510 Bi is withdrawn in light of the 
amendment.

3. Claims 1-2 and 5-8 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With respect to instant claims 1 and 2, JP 2000-039711 A* teaches a 
xanthene pigment in the photopolymerization initiator system ([003i]-[0032];pages 27- 
28 of translation), however there is no teaching to use a titanocene compound in 
combination with the pigment ([0024H0035]; pages 21-30 of translation). With 
respect to instant claims 5-8, JP 2000-039711 A teaches away from developing the 
exposed printing plate ([0051H0052]; pages 40-41 of translation). 

* JP 2000-039711 A was cited on the PTO-892 mailed July 2, 2003. The 
translation of JP 2000-039711 A is attached.
